surgeon for anything almost 
in that city.” 
Long eventually left the 
South Vietnamese Army and 
went to work in a provincial 
hospital. Stephenson said he 
kind of lost contact with 
Long after that but never 
forgot him. 
“ They (Long and his wife) 
used to have me over for 
dinner, bought Vietnamese 
dresses and sent them home 
to my girls,” he said. “ I 
bought 
Barbee dolls and 
candy and stuff for their 
kids. We were just very 
close.” 
Nha Trang fell 
in 
the 
com m unist offensive and 
Stephenson became worried 
about his friend. 
“ I really didn’t know what 
had happened to him until I 
got 
a 
le tte r 
from 
him 
yesterday. He and his wife 
and five youngsters are in 
Saigon as refugees.” 
In his letter to Stephenson, 
Long asked his friend for “ a 
letter stating we have em ­ 
ployment for him so he could 
take th at to the (U .S.) 
E m bassy,” Stephenson said.

greatest single cause of 
a l i e n a t i o n 
a n d 
dissatisfaction among young 
em ployees in autom ated 
plants. 
This potentially explosive 
situation is one of the signifi­ 
cant preliminary findings of 
an international study of the 
im pact 
of technological 
change 
on 
worker 
motivation in the automobile 
industry. 
A team of University of 
Hawaii researchers is doing 
the final work compiling the 
United States data for the 
extensive study of the im­ 
pact of technological change 
on workers’ motivation. 
Initiated 
by the 
Soviet 
Academy of Sciences three 
years ago, and sponsored by

Science Council, the project

found “ there is one group 
that is clearly and sharply 
out of sorts - the younger 
w orkers, especially those 
below 25.” 
Where

protected by the seniority 
system

satisfied with their jobs, the 
study revealed the younger 
ones are the least satisfied 
with the work, the company, 
their 
fellow 
workers, 
physical conditions and their 
supervisor. 
“ For one thing,” Jacob 
said, “ the younger workers 
feel less secure in their jobs. 
They are the first to be laid 
off. For another, they have 


the 
worst 
jobs, 
more 
monotonous, less respon­ 
sibility for what they do, 
least opportunity to use their 
sk ills and develop their 
abilities. 
“ This is especially galling, 
considering that many have 
had more education,” Jacob

Whitworth Inherits ‘Drive’ 


A Woman Under the Influence 


KATHY WHITWORTH (right) attributes her inspiration to 
“ Babe” Zaharias, one of the most versatile athletes America 
has ever known. Beside excelling in golf, the “Babe” excelled 
in tennis, basketball, swimming, shot putting and high diving.

NEW Y O R K - ( N E A ) - F o r 
young Kathy Whitworth, there 
was one woman who stood out 
in sports at the turn of the 
1950s, one woman whose feats 
as ch ronicled in her daily 
newspaper in Jal, New Mexico, 
could m ake Kathy’s eyes widen 
and fan her dreams of sporting 
glory. 
That was Mildred “ Babe 
D id rik so n Z ah arias. “ T he 
Babe,” as everyone called her. 
was an Olympic javelin and 
hurdles gold medal winner, a 
baseball player who once struck 
out Joe DiMaggio, a basketball 
star who led her team to the 
AAU national title three years 
running a, yes, football and box­ 
ing standout, a crack swim m er 
and bowler and skier. And, 
finally, the top woman golfer of 
her tim e. 
A girl interested in sports had 
few fem ale heroes in those 
days, and it was difficult for her 
to identify with, say, such con­ 
tem porary stars as the lumpy 
Yogi Berra or the carbuncular- 
looking Casey Stengel. But The 
Babe was a mindful. 
Her life was as grand as the 
ending was sad, however. In the 
spring of 1953 Babe contracted 
te rm in a l cancer. A fter an 
operation, she returned to the 
to u r, w eak and th in , and 
dram atically won the U.S. Open 
in 1954. She died on Sept. 27, 
1956, at age 43, the same day, 


i r o n i c a l l y , 
m a t 
K a t h y 
Whitworth was celebrating her 
17th birthday. 
“ I felt a terrible loss, 
says 
Kathy 
Whitworth today. “ It 
was such a shame, for someone 
so great to die so young 
Kathy by now was taking up 
golf, after having been an 
enthusiastic tennis player. She 
said recently that because she 
played so poorly at the start, 
golf created a challenge for her 
“ And it still does,” she said 
Now. though, Whitworth is 
the greatest money-winner on 
the pro tour, having won over 
half a million dollars since she 
began in 1959 at age 19. And she 
has m ore than doubled the ear­ 
nings of Babe Zaharias. 
The money is insignificant, 
according to Whitworth, in tak­ 
ing the full measure of the 
woman. Babe Z aharias was 
playing in an age when top total 
prize money for a tournam ent 
was $3,000 or $4,000. In con­ 
trast, the 1975 Colgate-Dinah 
Shore Winners Circle Ladies 
P ro fe s s io n a l Gol f C h a m ­ 
pionship in Palm Springs,Calif., 
had total prize money of $200,- 
000, the richest in the history of 
women’s tournaments 
“ Nobody today can compare 
to The Babe,” said Whitworth. 
“ I never met her, but I ve 
listened to the stories about her 
from some of the gals who 
played with her, people like 
Peggy Kirk Bell and Patty 
Berg. She had such flair. 
“Once an interviewer asked 


how it was she played so well. 
She answered. ‘I just loosen my 
girdle and belt the ball 
“ Or she d be looking at a 40- 
foot putt and turn to the gallery 
and say, ‘I guess I’ll have to 
hole this one out.’ The stories 
are that she did, though I'm 
sure there were tim es when she 
didn’t. 


“ Peggy Kirk Bell told me 
about the time she had recently 
given birth to a child and the 
Babe was visiting.
